Toaddealittlemore of the quality of the per- 
ſon that is thus endangered, it moſt commonlie 
is the Px1NCE himlelfe, and with him the 
peace of the wholeStatc, or ſome principall Gen- 
tleman uſa Familie, or at leaſt luch an one whoſe 
worth might haue more profitably beene dilpo- 
ſed of for the Common good of men.
